AJCommittee to Get Threat 
Of Picketing Over Banquet

NEW YORK (P-O)—The Kash- 
rut Supervisors Union plans to 
warn the American Jewish Com 
mittee this week that unless 
kosher food is served at their 
forthcoming dinner, the union 
will be forced to picket the af. 
fair. 

IN A LETTER to the American 
Jewish Committee last Thursday, 
the union advised the committee 
that if it is sponsoring a non 
kosher affair it must announce 
so in the public press in order 
not to mislead its members. 

Rabbi Chaim Yudel Horowitz. 
general manager and secretary of 
the union said, “I don’t care when 
a Jewish body serves non-kosher 
food, but for heavens sakes let 
them annuonce it.” 

HOROWITZ said he would wait 
till Tuesday if an answer to his 
letter is not forthcoming by then 
he will send a wire to the com 
mittee that their annual dinner at 
the Roosevelt Hotel, scheduled 
for Jan. 23, will be picketed. 

“They have two alternatives,” 
Horowitz further asserted. 
“either to serve kosher or to an 
nounce publicly that the 
served is non-kosher.”

NEW YORK (P-O) — A pub 
lished report that he was re 
cently named advisor on Jewish 
affairs to Vice-President Richard 
M., Nixon has been angrily denied 
by Dr. Judd L. Teller, former 
political secretary of the Jewish 
Agency. 

TELLER SAID the American 
Examiner, where the story ap- 
peared, would print an immediate 
retraction. This was confirmed 
by Arthur Wayne, editor of the 
newspaper, who refused to con- 
ment on the source of the origi- 
nal report. 

Rumors of the alleged appoint 
ment have been heard in the 
Jewish organizational community 
since Teller quit his post with 
the Jewish Agency in September 
of last year. 

In a formal statement, Teller 
told The POST and OPINION 
that he had not been named ad- 
visor on Jewish affairs to either 
the vice-president’s staff or to 
the Republican National Com 
mittee. He said his professional 
activities were now restricted to 
editing, writing and lecturing.

Committee in New York said they 
had no knowledge of Teller, 

A former advisor to the Re- 
publican National Committee, 
Harry Torezyner, said he had 
heard rumors of the alleged Tell- 
er appointment for several 
months. 

Torezyner, an_ international 
iawyer, served the Republican 
National Committee during the 
1952 and 1956 campaigns. 

He said both Republican candi- 
dates for the Presidency and Re- 
publican presidents have always 
had advisors on Jewish affairs 
“who weren’t called that, but it 
was a difference in name only.” 
Democratic candidates did not 
need Jewish advisors because the 
Jewish electorate generally fa- 
vored the Democratic Party, he 
said, 

Torezyner, a Nixon supporter, 
denied that the Vice-President 
had ever shown anti-Semitic 
tendencies or had approved of 
the tactics of his political work- 
ers during the 1950 senatorial 
campaign. 

Benish Epstein of the Zionist 
Revisionists of America, who 
served on the “ethnic division” 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee from 1953 until 1957, said 
his function had been to explain 
Republican policies to American 
Jewry. He said this was “stand- 
ard” in all campaigns. 

Bernard Katzen, a member of 
the New York State Commission 
Against Discrimination, said he 
had advised the Committee on 


Jewish affairs during the 1952 
and 1956 campaigns and had .\lso 
occasionally given such ad.ice 
to Democrats.

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1 Fight Over Shehita Waxes Hot 


HUMANE SOCIETY CHARGED 
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WITH DIVID 


By ALFRED K. ALLAN 

NEW YORK (P-O) — The Hu- 

mane Society of the United 

States denied this week charges 

that it was seeking to divide the 

U. S. Jewish community in ofder 

to secure support for its humane 

slaughter laws. 

(In Canada, the shackling of 
animals prior to shehita, con- 
sidered an essential part of the 
Jewish procedure, has been pro- 
hibited by a ruling issued this 
week.) 

REACHED by phone at his 
Washington, D. C, office Fred 
Myers, the director of the so 
ciety, denied categorically that 
his organization was trying to 
cause a division in the Jewish 
community and said further: 

“TI know many Jews who sup 
port the idea of state humane 
slaughter laws. I have conferred 
privately with many individual 
Jews and with a number of lead- 
ers of Jewish organizations and 
they have told me that they sup- 
port the laws but they don’t want 
to came out publicly in this way 
because they want. the Jewish 
community to be united on this 
matter. Therefore, Reform Jews 
have been giving lip service to 
those Orthodox who are opposing 
the laws.” 

THE CHARGE against the so- 
ciety was made by Jules Cohen, 
secretary of the joint advisory 
committee of the Synagogue 
Council of America and the Na. 
tional Community Relations Ad 
visory Council, who said that the 





society is “attempting to set Re- 
form and Conservative Jews 
against Orthodox Jews by saying 
that only a few Orthodox Jews 
are opposed to humane slaugh- 
ter laws and by calling for other 
Jews to come out for the laws.” 

Cohen’s committee is currently 
in an extensive research study 
(P-O, July 31, ’59) to find the 
most humane slaughter method 
possible. This study is backed by 
all segments of Judaism. 

Asked to name some of the in- 
dividual Jews and Jewish leaders 
who have indicated to him that 
they support state humane 
slaughter Jaws, Myers demurred. 
“I don’t want to violate a con- 
fidence by naming them at this 
time, I hope that they will event- 
ually speak out publicly on this 
matter on their own and give 
their true feelings,” 

COHEN TOLD The POST and 
OPINION that “organizations 
representing all segments of Ju- 
aaism are opposed to enactment 
of any state humane slaughter 
laws at the present time, at least 
until our study is completed and 
until the federal humane slaugh- 
ter law has a full chance to be 
tried.” 

Five states presently have hu- 
mane slaughter laws (California, 
Minnesota, New Hampshire, Wy- 
oming and Wisconsin). The hu- 
mane society is pressing for the 
adoption of a uniform humane 
slaughter law in the 10 states 
that hold legislative sessions this 
year.

in Trenton N. J., on a humane 
slaughter law for that state, rep 
resentatives of a number of Jew- 
ish groups urged defeat of the 
bill, Orthodox rabbis expressed 
fear that such a law might lead 
to a banning of Shehita itself, 
pointing out that in Europe the 
first attacks on Jews were in 
the form of humane slaughter, 
anti-shehita laws. 

“These rabbis have a_ phobia 
about this,” Myers declared. “The 
laws all state that Shehita is hu- 
mane. There is nothing to fear at 
all.” 

At the New Jersey hearings 
Mrs. Madeleine Thompson, sec- 
retary of the Animal Weltare 
Association of Camden County 
N. J., declared that, “there are 
thousands of us in New Jersey 
who do not wish to be converted 
to Judaism and the requirements 
to eat only kosher meals.” 

ASSEMBLYMAN Stolowski ad- 
monished Mrs Thompson for her 
remark saying that it was “out 
of order.” He asserted that those 
Jews opposing the law “are not 
interested in having everyone 
use their method of slaughter- 
ing.” 

A number of Jewish lay people 
are members and officials of the 
society’s New Jersey branch. 

Milton Erlanger, a director at 
the branch, told this reporter, 
“As a Jew myself, I, as well as 
my organization, want to do 
nothing that willin any way harm 
Jewish ritual slaughter. We cer 
tainly consider shehita as hu- 
mane and we have said so pub- 
licly many times. It is the shack- 
ling and hoisting of the animals 
before slaughter that we con 
sider inhumane. The Talmud and 
the Tora both forbid cruelty to 
animals and shackling and hoist- 
ing is cruel and Should be stopped. 
Those Jews who are fighting 
against these laws just aren’t act- 
ing right and are hurting them- 


selves and causing resentment 
against Jews throughout the 
country.” 

JEWISH GROUPS opposing 


the laws explain that they cannot 
confirm or deny that shackling 
and hoisting causes pain and dis-

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CLARIFICATION NEEDED 


A move that will inevitably mean some involvements 
wis the action of Israel in addressing a note to those govern- 
ments where anti-Semitic vandalism has erupted. At the 
same time, the World Jewish Congress, which says that 
it represents Jewry of the diaspora, has made a presenta- 
tion to the Bonn government on the outbreak there. 

DID ISRAEL transmit such a note to the U.S. State 
Department, in view of the fact that many swastikas were 
engraved on numerous buildings in the U.S. housing Jew- 
ish institutions? If so, this is a mistake. The Jews of the 
U.S. will take care of their own needs, and we properly 
would resent such action which might tend to strengthen 
the contentions of those whose soul aim in life seems to 
be to show that Israel is involving U.S. Jews in dual loyalty. 

And if U.S. Jews properly would resent such action 
on the part of the Israel government, what about Jews 
of other nations? Won’t they be involved similarly? 

WHAT IS CLEAR to all is that some clarification as 
between Israel, the World Jewish Congress and other groups 
that seek to speak in the name of world Jewry, and local 
Jewish communities needs to be evolved. We had adverted 
to this need before, with the feeling that time would pro- 
vide the answer. We think that time has provided the 
answer, and Jewish leadership, wherever it is, needs to 
listen. 


THE SWASTIKA CRAZE 


How are our national Jewish agencies entrusted with 
the community relations job for the Jewish community 
doing in the present outbreak of anti-Semitic vandalism? 

WOULD IT HAVE been better for these organizations 
to have consulted with one another and have issued a 
* unified Jewish point of view? 

We don’t know. 

ONE THING, we’re willing to state, seems to have 
been proven, and that is that the publicity attendant on 
the vandalism has been a stimulus to additional vandalism. 

This means that the “silent treatment” policy advo- 
ced originally by the American Jewish Committee and 
since adopted pretty much by the U.S. Jewish community 
as a whole, has a great deal of validity. The policy seeks 
to deprive the anti-Semites of that which they require 
most to prosper—publicity, and the worse the better. 

ONE OTHER observation that perhaps we might have 
made in our editorial last week, and that is that you must 
differentiate between anti-Semitic hoodlumism in the U.S. 
with our background of freedom and acceptance of re- 
ligious differences, and the sprouting of the same kind 
of evidence of anti-Semitism in European countries. 


WE NEED STRAIGHT TALK 


We'd like to take issue with Nahum Goldmann’s 
rationalization of the failure of the Zionist movement to 
stimulate aliya. 

DR. GOLDMANN rejects the identification of Zionism 
with aliya, and according to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, 
zsserted that even when East Europe was the center of 
Zionism, this was not true. He called aliya “a vital part 
of Zionism,” but pointed out that the entire movement 
“cannot be identical with haluziut (going to Israel to live) 
or the movement would have to give up the task of mobil- 
izing the support of the Jewish people for Israel.” 

THIS KIND OF false reasoning is precisely that of 
those who opposed day schools some ten years ago and 
before that. The argument was that the day schools meant 
an attack on the democratic contribution to education— 
the public schools. 

Ridiculous, wasn’t it when you consider that only a 
comparatively few—perhaps 10 per cent of U.S. Jews will 
ever attend Jewish all-day schools. 

Just as the climate then made the vast majority of 
the U.S. Jewish community and its leadership solidly 
opposed to the Jewish all-day school movement, so today 
most American Jews including the Zionist leadership, want 
to forget that there is such a thing as a Zionist commit- 
ment called aliya. 

AND IN THE same light, aliya will come into its 
own when the Jewish leadership realizes that belief in 
democracy calls on those who proclaim its virtues loudest 
to spread it through all parts of the world. The non-Jews 
would applaud Americans going to Israel to join in this 
great pioneering achievement. America has not forgotten 
its own pioneering days and looks upon the pioneer as 
its ideal. 

Only U.S. Jews still consign themselves to second- 
class citizenship when they deny themselves the right to 
aid a new-born nation which needs the stimulation of 
American know-how and aggressiveness to bring the bene- 
fits of democracy to a section of the world which is hardly 

ast the feudalistic stage. 

THERE ARE TODAY 200,000 American Jewish col- 
lege youth. An American Zionist movement worthy of 
its name might start out with convincing perhaps 1,000 of 
these—or ¥2 of one per cent of the total—that there is a 
glorious opportunity for doing a tremendous job for Amer- 
ican democracy in the middle east by going to Israel to help 
in the upbuilding of the land. 

When the time comes that 5,000 or 10,000 American 
Jews a year—not only college students—go to Israel, then 
Dr. Goldmann won’t need to rationalize and present spe- 
cious arguments. Let him come out and state how Zionism 
has failed in the diaspora, which is the kind of straight 
talk that Dr. Goldmann is famous for, and maybe we'll 
get some action. 
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Here’s an open letter to Phil Klutznick: 


Dear Phil, 

I don’t agree with the diatribe against 
you (see the story elsewhere in this paper) 
penned by Phil Slomovitz. On the contrary 
if there has been any other Jewish leader 
who has shown as much respect for the Jew- 
ish press as you have, I don’t know who it 
would be. 

But you've done us an injustice, and per- 
haps you’d like to correct it. 

When you were defending the action of 
the Presidents Conference, of which you are 
chairman, in seeking a meeting with Khrush- 
chev on his recent visit to the U.S., you stated 
publicly that the news that the Russian lead- 
er might meet with a properly constituted 
U.S. Jewish delegation had first been pub- 
lished in The POST and OPINION, which you 
then called a very responsible paper. 

In your article in The Sentinel (see story 
elsewhere in this paper), on the other hand, 
you wrote, as follows: 

“I know one Anglo-Jewish newspaper 
which prides itself on getting its own stories 
instead of relying on the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency. It does dig up some fresh angles. Yet, 
frequently it falls short of resources or the 
will to authenticate its own leads.” 

This is poor use of language, Phil, but 
you must have been in a hurry, when you 
penned this piece. When you write that we 
fall short of “the will to authenticate its own 
leads,” you are making an allegation against 
our integrity, and no newspaper worthy of 
the name can stand for that. 

We wouldn’t be concerned had you said 
only that we fall short of resources, because 
although we spend more money to gather the 
news than all the rest of the weekly Anglo- 
Jewish press combined (some 50 other papers) 
we still compare unfavorably in this respect 
with the New York Times. 

If we didn’t have the will to authenticate 
our leads, Phil, then why would we be calling 
you long distance so often to get your re- 
action to various news breaks, or in order 
to secure some background or additional in- 
formation on news involving yourself. When 
was the last time you got a long distance 
call from some other Jewish paper, or for 
that matter from the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency? 

Come, come Phil, on more mature study, 
don’t you think you ought to give us a little 
credit for trying. We’d like to put away in 
the bank those thousands of dollars we spend 
to ferret out the news each year, so we could 
be sure that the five little ones not yet at 
the college age, might follow their two older 
brothers and sister through college. 

We think we’ve made our mark on the 
U.S. Jewish community. You have said as 
much yourself, before this. My suggestion is 
that you let the Anglo-Jewish press work out 
its own salvation. This is the approach of free 
enterprise, and you know what will happen 
Phil. Almost overnight you’ll have that kind 
of a powerful, influential Jewish paper you 
think the American Jewish community needs. 
But anyone who sunk any money into such 
a venture at this time, would have to be as 
crazy as we are, and that as you know is almost 
as difficult as finding someone whwo would 
spend as much of their time and their re- 
sources as you do in behalf of the Jewish 
people.

PEARLROTH: My grandfather 
changed his name from Berkman to La- 
vine to avoid Russian army service, please 
give me the origin of Berkman. My parents 
came from Vilna, which was Russian, at the 
time, around 1870.

BERKMAN is a patrony- 
mic, a name evolved 
from. the given name of 
an ancestor. The origin is 
Berko or Ber, the byname 
of the Hebrew name Isa- 
char. Because in Genesis 
49,14 Isachar is equated 
with strength it became a 
Jewish custom to bestow 
the name of Ber (bear) upon children 
bearing the name of Isachar. The Polish 
affectionate diminutive of Ber is Berko 
and your surname indicates descent from 
Isachar-Ber. The name Berkowitz has the 
same meaning and origin,

GOLDSTOCK is most likely a_ garbled 
version of the vernacular German 
Goldstock, meaning a gold ((and silver) 
embroiderer or trimmer. The trimming of 
garments with gold and silver thread was 
a predominantly Jewish occupation in the 
18th century when your family name origi- 
nated. There was a great demand for such 
ornamentation among gentlemen. However 
—since you failed to indicate the city or 
country of your family’s origin—it is also 
possible that the name refers to a gold- 
headed cane carried by your ancestor,

14. THE ELECTIONS will not 
bring a conclusive victory to any 
one party.

15. Israel’s borders will be 
quiet, except for minor incidents. 
This was the situation. 

16. Citrus exports would hit an 
all-time record high for the state.

vious year — and set a new ex- 
port record, 
17. A major industrial enter- 


prise, highly publicized, will be 
revealed as a failure.

For Objecting to Synagogue Aims

I read with fascinating disgust 
the recent report in the National 
Jewish POST and OPINION, by 
the self-appointed Exilarch of the 
Western World, Mr. Nahum Gold. 
mann. If the report is correctly 
written, the esteemed Nahum 
Goldmann objects vociferously to 
the fact that Jews are returning 
to the synagogue and committing 
the unpardonable sin of center 
ing parts of their lives about the 
Synagogue. This he equates with 
the Church-goingness of the 
American Christian and this he 
finds reprehensible. 

WE, WHO ARE rabbis, first of 
all, need a sense of humor to live, 
and are always in the field for 
a good laugh, expecially when a 
Nahum Goldmann or a Judah 
Shapiro begin to be critical of the 
rabbinate. 

It would be well for them te 
calm their fears. Despite the ve 
turn to the synagogue, the Jew 
has not yet become so religious 
that his whole life is centered 
around the synagogue. His at- 
tendance at the synagogue, in 
comparison with the non-Jew, still 
leaves much to be desired. The 
American Jew wants the privi- 
leges of a religion without the 
discipline of it. 

BUT, Mr. Nahum Goldmann is 
fearful Jest the Jew becomes 
synagogue centered, instead of 
organization-centered. May I ask 
the esteemed Mr. Nahum Gold- 
mann just where his organiza- 
tion would be without the rabbis 
and the congregations? Where 
a good deal of the aid that goes 





to Israel would come from if 
there were no constant push and 
preachments from the pulpits? 

Nahum Goldmann and Judah 
Shapiro, both, feel absolutely no 
hesitation about accepting posi 
tions made possible through the 
rabbinate and the synagogue but 
they don’t want too much of the 
rabbis or religion as such 

AFTER 20 YEARS in the rab 
binate, I am becoming a little bit 
fed up with anti-religious organ 
izational Jews. The rabbinate and 
the synagogue are good for rais 
ing funds, for selling bonds, for 
organizing groups and leading 
them to the very things for which 
Goldmann and Shapiro’ stand 
Yet, both the rabbinate itself and 
the synagogue itself are suspect 
—always. 

It is always a point of curiosi- 
ty with me, where in Jewish his 
tory, religion and Judaism have 


been separated and yet, still con- 
tinued to exist. 
IF THESE two men are very 


serious, then I think the Ameri- 
can rabbinate, Orthodox, Con.- 
servative, and Reform, ought to 
give these men a year of respite 
and do nothing on behalf of their
